Count Bonl Attacks His Old Knemy.

Paris, March 14,—Count Boni De
Castellane slapped his old antazonist,
M. de Rodays, editor of the Figaro, in
the face todsy and is likely to bave to
fight a duel in coneequence. The oc-
cagion of the attsck by Castellane on
Da Rodays was that the latter bhad in-
sinuated that Count Boni wes the mes-
senger who went to Papl De Rounlede
on the night-of February 22, 1899, and
asked him what he ehould do if the
Duke of Orleans ahould appear swong
his friends, Dr, Roulede replied that
he would arrest the Duke, whereupon
De Roulede's plape for an atlempted
coup were promptly disconcerted, M.
Ds ays statement about Caetellane
was, in effect, s charge that Castellane
had been treacherous fo Da Roulede,
Today Count Boni, nccompanied by M,
Morel, editor of the Jouroal, called up-
on Rodays and demanded an explana-
tion Rodays would give no satlsfac-
tory reply, but showed a disposition to
temporiza, Booi repeated bis demand
for an absolute retraction, und when
Rodays continued to lemporize Count
Boni slapped him angrily in the face
several times, The reet, including
Morel, interfered and prevented the
apgry Count from inflicting further
punishment on Rodays, Itis now al-
most certaio thet there will be an im-
mediate challenge and a duel.

; Penned in a Blazing Tenement,

New York, Mar, 14,—Three persons
were killed by & fire at No. 270 Atlan-
tic avenne, Brooklyn, early this morn-
ing, one being burned and two by
jumpiog from windows, Three persons
were injured, The tenement was a
veritable death trap. In it more than
twenty families lived and when Lhe fire
broke out in a bakery shop on the first
floor the tenanta were all asleep. They
wers awakened by smoke and a wild
panic ensued. Women and ohildren
wers carried down ladders by firemeo
and others escaped by the stairway.
Mrs, Madden lived on the fourth floor.
When ehe awoke her room was filled
with smoke, Bhe groped about io the
dark until she came to a wiodow at
which there was no fire escape and the
woman decided to jump rather than be
copsamed by the flames, In her de-
scent she turned once over and then
struck the ground on her head. Bhe
was instantly killed. Oo the third floor
lived Mre. Rontio and her son George.
Flames were all about them when they
awoke and the boy dashed through
clonds of emoke and fire to a window
from which be plaoged headloog to the
groond. He feli dead near the body of
Mrs, Madden. Mrs, Rontio was burned
to a crisp in ber room.
